Christian Citizenship Meeting 


Perhaps it was because Friday is 
proverbially an unlucky day —perhaps 
oecause the clouds dripping with mois­ 
ture, fell likd a wet blanket over this 
portion of the earth —but more likely 
because of a lack of enthusiasm oa tine 
part of the Christian cit: ms of Dixon, 
there was a very slim 
attendance at 
the Metboai-t church last evening 
to 
listen to the advertised lecture of W 
A. B rubaker of Peoria on the subject 
of “ Christian 
Citizenship.” 
Of these 
present the ladies were in the majori­ 
ty, thus putting to shame their broth­ 
ers who were mtiui more conveniently 
arrayed to withstand the storm. 
The 
most popular place in the house was a 
register over one of tho furnaces and 
here most of those present congrega­ 
ted and chatted while warming their 
feet 
and 
drying 
their 
clothing. 
At about half-past eight. 
F M Smith, 
secretary 
of 
the 
V. M. 
C. 
A., 
called the company to the front and 
stated that in view of the smallness of 
the assemblage, it had been suggested 
that the meeting be dismissed after a 
few remarks by the speaker and that 
he be requested to tnako a subsequent 
date for his proposed discourse. 
A 
motion to that effect wa* made by 
Horace Street, and carried. 
Mr. Brubaker 
then said that he 
would speak for a few minutes on some 
of the Perils of the Republic. 
He said 
tha t the magnificent courage of the 
Boers of the South African Republics, 
pitted against the greatest p >wers of 
Europe, was eliciting the sympathetic 
admiration of the world. 
But there 
are enemies in our own republic strong­ 
er tban British armies or a 
British 
throne, and requiring for their over­ 
throw a persistency and courage unex- 
c filed in the history of the world. 
The first peril mentioned a» a serious 
menace to this republic was Bummer- 
ism in politics. 
Bummerism holds the 
scepter in most of our cities. 
The dive 
keeper, the gambler and the courtesan 
hold rule, and the city officials bow to 
their behests. 
And where does the 
bummer element receive its strength? 
From the saloon. Our cities are saloon 
ruled from top to bottom. 
It controls 
the election of our mayors, two-th; rds 
of our aldermen and nearly all of our 
appointed officers, and the officer who 
enforces the law which conflicts with 
the saloon interest will have a short 
official life. 
Neither dominant party, 
said the gentleman, dares to do a thing 
tha t will alienate the liquor inliuence. 
In his own city recently the respect­ 
able citizens thought they had elected 
a good Christian man for mayor and 
were congratulating themselves 
on 
that fact when they found tha t before 
he could be elected he had been bought 
over by the liquor men, his hands man­ 
acled and his mouth pad-locked. 
The rapid increase in our city popu­ 
lation was touched upon and figures 
stated to show tha t the states, most of 
them, are now controlled by the large 
cities in them. The nation is controlled 
by the states, the states by the cities, 
the cities by the bummer element, and 
the bummers by the saloons. 
T he next peril mentioned was the 
Boss element in politics. 
Nearly every 
important political convention shows 
this: 
that if Lincoln now lived he 
would not say this is a government of 
the people, by the people and for the 
people. 
From Tweet to Tanner there 
is abundant proof tha t this is a govern­ 
ment of the bosses, by the booses and 
for the bosses. 
We all know tha t from 
national down to village politics the 
slates are fixed by the bosses and are 
very seldom broken. 
To whom are 
bosses responsible? 
AgaiD, the saloon. 
Every boss, from Tweed to Tanner 


eeivc sinecure offices are sent there by 
the liquor interest. 
It is to Its ntertst 
to furnish its favorites with good fat 
jobs and see that so long as they are 
faithful henchmen they are piovidtd 
for. 
The saloon then, said the speaker, is 
responsible for Bummerism, Bossism 
and Boodleism: and unless we destroy 
it. it will destroy the life of our nation. 
T he salooniet is afraid of the ballot 
he 
cannot control, and 
he is afraid of 
nothing else. 
T here is not a saloon­ 
keeper in the state, said Mr. B rubak ­ 
er, who belongs to either the republi­ 
can or democratic pa r ty —they have no 
politics. 
They will go out of any pa r­ 
ty that antagonizes their 
business; 
they will go into any party that favors 
them. 
In proof of this he read an ex­ 
tract from the constitution of the Liq­ 
uor Dealers' Association of Illinois. 
in conclusion the speaker showed 
t ha t while the great body of the A m er­ 
ican people are not indifferent to the 
wrongs of the liquor traffic, they 
are 
disorganized and even antagonistic as 
to the be>t means of suppressing it, 
while the liquor men and their ad he r­ 
ents. tho in the minority, are as one in 
their determination to sink every other 
consideration in the one thought of 
business. 
An organized minority has 
every advantage over an unorganized 
majority; therefore the speaker urged 
widespread and complete organization 
in defence of home and state and na­ 
tive land.
